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This  Subject  Reference  Edition  of  the  Legislative  Briefs  lists  the  short  title, 
primary  author  and  effective  date  of  all  Senate  and  House  bills  passed  by 
the  1973  Montana  Legislature  in  the  1973  and  1974  Sessions. 

The  short  titles  were  taken  primarily  from  the  "3rd  Reading"  copies  of 
bills  and  indicate  the  brief  subject  of  the  legislation.  The  status  shown  on 
all  bills  is  as  of  the  60th  legislative  day  in  1974  -  the  day  of  adjournment. 
Bills  listed  as  being  "in  the  Governor's  office"  which  were  not  signed  or 
vetoed  by  the  Governor  by  the  25th  day  after  adjournment  became  law  on 
their  individual  effective  dates. 

A  subject  classification  of  Senate  and  House  bills  is  provided  in  the  Index. 
Senate  and  House  Resolutions  and  Joint  Resolutions  adopted  in  1973  and 
1974  are  presented  in  numerical  order  in  their  separate  sections. 

The  Secretary  of  State  will  furnish  a  copy  of  a  complete  bill  (containing  all 
amendments  in  their  final  form)  from  the  1974  Legislative  Session  upon 
request,  for  a  fee.  Copies  of  some  bills  (mainly  pertaining  to  Counties,  and 
bills  of  wide-spread  interest)  may  be  reviewed  in  or  obtained  from  the 
offices  of  County  Clerks.  Bills  from  the  1974  Session  which  became  law 
will  be  printed  in  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  and  in  the  Laws  of Montana 
and  will  be  available  later  in  the  year.
